A mos-
quito of unusual size and with a long
bill, said to be a new species in this
section, is making life miserable for
man and beast, and it is feared that
the loss of cattle direetly and indi-
rectly due to the pest will be great if
the scourge continunes many dayvs. Cat-
tle seeking relief from the swarms of
mosquitos, which rise from the
swamps and marshes in clouds, go
miles to reach water, and stand np to
their shoulders, oceasionally dipping
in the heads to freeze the stingine
insects. Into the pulf and many oth-
er bodies of salt water along the coast
caltle, horses and other animals seek
relief, and refuse to come out for
food. Many of them will die of thirst
if not soon relieved.

In the rice field, which are loeated
near the coast in nine counties, work
has been abandoned beeause the men
were driven from the fields. Wear-
ing thick gloves and with their heads
and necks incased in cloths saturat-
ed with sirong lotions, their bodies
were neveriheless easy prey for the
mosquitos. Railroads extending along
the coast are suffering for patronage
simply because the vast army of
bloodthirsty insects drive the passen-
gers to distraction. The Gulf and
Interstate Railroad, which extends
along the coast shore, is operating
empty trains. [Dassengers are com-
pelled almost to smother to death to
get away from the pest while riding
on this road and on other lines near
the coast. Reports from Southwest
Texas say that many eattle have died
as a result of the plague. So. 37-709,

Skim-milk for Pigs.

Skim-milk is useful In pig feeding.
When the milk is run through a cen-
trifugal separator all of the butter fat,
except the slightest trace, is removed,
and consequently the pigs receive no
fattening nutriment from the skim-
med milk. It does contain some ash
material, which bailds up the bony
frame work of the pig, and also some
protein matter which huilds up tlice
muscles of the pig. Altogether, how-
ever, skim-milk Is not a rich food by
any means, and should not be relied
on to the exclusion of other more
concentrated foods.—Inland Farmer.

Food for Hens,

To know what fecds are bhest suited
to the laving hen, and to supply them
in sultable quantities, is an important
part of the pouliry keeper's education.
A perfectly Lalanced ration is one
that supplies every element needed
by the hen to keep her in perfect
health.  An over-supply of improper
food will drain and weaken the SyS-
tem, as the hen must pass off all ma-
terial of which she can make no use.
No one feeding formula is hest under
all conditions, so there is the element
of c¢hance in feeding as in all other
poultry operations, until one is fuliy
sure of his ground, then chance is eli-
minated.—Farmers’ Home Jourpal.

Sunflowers for Poultry.
Sunflowers are

grown by many
poultrymen and farmers. The sced
make an excellent feed for poultry

and can be easily and proiitably pro-
duced. The secds can Le sown in
rows and the crop euitivated the
same as corn When ripe the seed
is threshed out and fed to poultry
either whole or grouud. If the sun-
flower heads are thrown into the
chicken yard, tne birds will thresh the
seeds out themseives with po expense
to the grower, It is an excellent
fattening food and when Ted with
cracked corn gives good resulis.

It is too late this season to sow the
sunflower secds, but it is a good thing
to keep in mind for another year—
Farmer's Guide,

Demands for Poultrymen.

‘There are rwo new lines- opem to
poultrymen, which have srown out
of the modern developments of the bus-
iness., One In which there is & large
field, properly filled, is the raising of
pullets in large numbers, 1o be sold
each fall, under contraet, to egg farm-
ers. These egg farmers buy new stock
every fall and find it dificult to get a
proper supply. What better business
could there be than to raise a supply
for them. They will contract in the
spring for a certain nmumber of pul-
lets, for fall delivery, at fixed price,
per head. The breeder can sell the
males for broilers and carry on his
business without eoncern about the
market price. The other grows ot of
the day-old chick business and the
broiler plants, all of which will buy
egzs for hatching, at a fixed price per
hundred, to be delivered twice a week
for almost the year around. This
latter is a splendid business for the
farmer or ponltryman, with its eure
market and fixed price. The demand
fs much greater than the sunply, in
both of these businesses.—T. . K.,
in Industrious Hen.

Rape for Pasture.

Prof. M. L. Fizher, of the. Indiana
experiment station gves the followng
directions:

This Is earentially a ko and sheep
pasture. Land shoual} be  prepared
early by deep plowing and the seed
sown about May 1, either in drills or
broadcast. Small lots may be sowed
with a hand drill in rows twenty-four
or thirty-two inches apart, and culti-
vated. Ths method requres about two
pounds of seed per acre. Set the
drill for turnips. Broadcast sowing
requires about four pounds of seed. If
sown with a thin seeding of oats, the
rape plants will come on after the
oats is cut and produce considerable
pasture. Rape is also sown with corn
at the last cultivation for fall pasture,

When the plants are about twelve
{neches high, they are larzc crough
to be pastured. If they are no:
tured too close, they wili a2’ e 4 -
ond growth., The use of husdle: i3
recommended, Carc should be taken
not to pasture when the planta are
wet with dew, as »ig's cars beccm»
chafed and sore, and sheep are likely
to bloat. Ome acre of rape will support
from twenty to thirty animals for two
months.

The mouthly check from the factory
provides the mainstay in the house-
hold as azainst the procarious returns
from yearly crops.

In miixed farming the income from
the dairy is the most reliable.

The farmer's houschold, as a result
of the dairy work, is always supplied |

cheese, pork, bacon and veal,

Learn to flgure out a balanced ra-
tion for your towls when you can, but
most farmers will learn by practice
to give the right feed in proper pro-
portions.

A nervous hen cannot be relied on
for a good setter. The chances are
that she will get excited when the
chicks come out and leave the nest
prematurely.

Do not use kerosene on the bodles
of poultry. It will make the fathers
come out and sometimes kill the
birds, but use the oil freely on the
roosts and around the nest boxes.

A low down handy wagzon s of
great value in orchard and szarden
work. Such wagons are easily loaded,
the tires are wide and they can be
taken through flelds where the ground
is too soft (0 use narrow wagon tires.

The feeding value of hay is often
lowered when it is stacked out in the
open, In Virginia, for instance, a
